“The mines, those gulphs that swallow up man. 
«kind, sould be elosed, in order to lessen the quan- 
tity, especially as their product is scarce sufficient 
«for the support of the wretehes that are hired or 
“gondemned to them. But the nations will never 
“be brought into a confederacy by the prospect of 
“conferring a general benefit on mankind. We 
“have nothing to console us but a well grounded. 
‘hope that in afew ages, perhaps sooner, it will be 
“ necessary to abandon this pernicious labor, which 
« Gold itself, grown too common, will be no longer 
‘able to recompense.” 

I would conjure your readers to pause here and 
well weigh these valuable considerations. If the 
then state of things, here so well expressed, were 
sufficient to excite the attention of this really and 
usefully learaed man forty-nine years ago, what 
would he say now, when thousands of millions of a 
ictitious circulation have been added to the evils he 
then deplored. You will perceive that the addition 
of even Gold and Silver bring evils on society by 
raising the prices of provisions, and by lowering the 
value of labor ; how much, therefore, is to be depre- 
vated any fictitious addition to them.

The following historical fact will show the Work- 
ing Man how his particular rights and interests are 
affected on the score of jurisprudence. Under the 
old Saxon Law of England the punishment of Theft 
was death when the thing stolen exceeded the value 
of twelve pence ; yet the criminal was permitted to 
redeem his life with money. But by 9 Henry I. in 
1109 this power of redemption was taken away, the 
law continued in force,and death is the punishment 
of a man who steals to the same amount, although the 
value of money is more than 50 times whatit was 
when the law was made, Sir Henry Spelman once 
took occasion to observe that “‘ while every thing else 
‘“‘ was risenin value and become dearer, the life of 
** man had continually grown cheaper.” He should 
have said a poor man, for none but the poor are tempt- 
ed to steal things of solow avalue. The truth is 
nothing can be fixed while there is an ever varying 
monitary system if that law was just when first made 
by the Saxons, when a shilling could procure 50 
times as much as it does now, it must be in propor- 
tion unjust, now it can only procure a proportionate 
less quantity ; or else, as Sir Henry Spelman says, 
“‘man’s life,” the poor man, the working iii s 
“must be cheaper.” 

This appears to me the proper way for the Ameri- 
can people to view this infamous usurious system. 
What is the use of your Constitution stating “* any 
MEN ARE EQUAL” if by a system of banking and fund- 
ing, and other paper deviltry, a state of things is pro- 
duced which destroys the equality. The aristocrats 
or safety chain gentry, or silk stocking folks, do not 


wallis into Charleston, he came in time to see the 
surrender of the British troops, and to have the 
honor as Commander-in-Ohief to receive the reward 
of the vanquished general. 

Washington was atthe head of affairs, and affixed 
the sign manual to the Congressional act of Union:

Washington was accessary to the granting, con- 
trary to the Constitution, exclusive banking privi- 
leges, a chartered money monopoly, to men who 
have applied the privileges granted, for corrupt pur- 
poses, to the danger of the people’s liberties, in 
bribing unprincipled Editors of the press, venal 
lawyers, and corrupt Senators. 

Jackson, seeing the evil etfectsjof the privileged 
banking system, and the attempt to exercise control- 
ling powers by the privileged bankers, with the 
same noble, patriotic spitit which prompted him to 
take the field against a foreign foe, induced him to 
oppose the re-chartering of the bank; that internal 
enemy of the country, and the patriotic virtues of the 
people, a hundred times more dangerous to their 
liberties than a foreign ensmy ofa hundred thousand 
soldiers would be ; they might devastate the coast ; 
but corruption and bribery corrodes the heart and 
destroys the virtue of the people ofa whole country, 
and inclines them to prefer luxury to liberty; bet. 
teris it to have less wealth and more freedom—no 
Bank—no Senate, than bribery and corruption, or 
usury and monopoly. 

Happily, no American voice was raised in vulgar 
slander against Washington, to check his progress 
to glorious fame ; but the audacious and venal part

The trading community is much straightened and 
injured by the Banking system—since the discount- 
ing custom eommenced all is whip and cut to pro- 
vide for short credit and payments—formerly Capi- 
talists would loan money to great dealers for years 
—as they now do to many jobbing bankers—who 
loan it again for diseount on notes at short dates— 
and short credits only are given to small traders. 
Formerly twelve and eighteen months credit was 
given or time sufficient to sell, and collect the mo. 
ney for their wares, from their customers—failures 
and bankruptcies seldom then were heard of: now 
if a discounted note is not taken up the day it be. 
comes due, credit is gone, and the dealer is posted 
up as a defaulter upon the black list to the gaze of 
all money jobbers. 

The President’s measures will have a tendency to 
reform these evils, bankers are becoming unpopular, 
their usurious system of discounting is seen to be a 
great tax upon the consumers of al! kinds of mer- 
chandize. 

I always admired Washington as a great and good 
patriot, and in all places have lauded his name; he 
Was magnanimous as well as brave—and his name 
will live to everlasting fame. But my opinion is 

that Jackson, instead as you say being hated by pos- 
terity, will, at his death, be raised on a pedestal and 
column by the side of the Father of his Country, 
with the proud title of Salvator Compactum, THe 
Preserver of the Union.

STORY OF A HUMORIST. 
EXTRACT OF A LETTER WRITTEN IN 1792. 

Well, [have seen your friend, and find him to be 
exactly what you described him as being, a humorist. 
He seems to have imparted much of that character to 
every thing around him. His servants are all admi- 
rably disciplined to second his whims, and his very 
furniture is, for the most part, adapted to the same 
purpose. This putme upon my guard; and there 
was hardly any thing in the room that I did not touch 
with apprehension. No trick, however, was practis- 
ed upon me; andas I found subsequently, I was in- 
debted for such indulgence to one which was reserv- 
ed for me at night, and which was such as perhaps 
all my English phlegm would not have enabled me 
to bear with patience. I escaped, however, being 
put to the proof, by the merest accident—the arrival 
of a poor Scotch surveyor, who was thoughta fitter 
subject for the often repeated experiment. The 
Scotchman was treated with extreme hospitality ; 
he was helped to every thing to excess; his glass 
was never allowed to stand full or empty for one 
minute. 

Our entertainer was like the landlord described by 
Addison ; the liquor seemed to have no other effect 
upon him than upon any other vessel in the house. 
It was not so with his Scotch guest, who was by 
this time much farther advanced upon the cruise of 
intoxication than half seas over. th this state he was 
conducted to his chamber—a fine lofty Gothicapart- 
ment, with a bedstead that seemed coeval with the 
building.
